Medical Group To Hold 
Diabetes Drive In County 



Dr. K W. Cameron will direct the 1958 
community-wide Diabetes Detection Drive, 
which will be held during Diabetes Week, Nov. 
16-22. The goal of the Drive is to detect the 
hidden cases of diabetes in Hazard and Perry 
County and to alert them to the need for im- 
mediate medical control. 

The appointment of Dr. Cameron as chair- 
man of the drive was announced today by Dr. 
Charles C. Rutledge, President of the Perry 
County Medical Society. Dr. Cameron is physic- 
ian-in-charge at Homeplace Hospital. 

In outlining the preliminary plans for the 
drive, he said that the committee on diabetes 
would seek the active cooperation of leaders 
of business, unions, schools, churches and civic 
organizations in the effort to make available 
a simple diabetes detection test for every man. 
woman and child in the community. 

He said that Perry County, along with 



hundreds of other communities throughout the 
country, was cooperating with the American 
Diabetes Association in a nationwide effort to 
detect an estimated one million undiagnosed 
diabetics. 

Early detection and prompt medical control 
can almost always enable a diabetic to continue 
to lead a normal life, Dr. Cameron stated, The 
only consequences to fear are those that result 
from neglect. 

"The only sure way to avoid neglect is to 
take tho detection test,” he explained, “for 
diabetes can often be a hidden ailment which 
fails to show specific symptoms serious enough 
to warrant calling a doctor.” 

He listed the danger signals accompanying 
diabetes as executive thirst, excessive urination, 
loss of weight, intense itching, slow healing 
of cuts and bruises, excessive hunger, changes 
of vision, easy tiring, and pain in the extremi- 
ties.

View Strip Mine 

Stopping in a region of despoliation in Harlan County, the 
tourists saw a strip-mining operation that had produced 1.509 
tons of coal the previous day But it made no favorable impres- 
sion on the Government conservationists on the tour.

The United States Steel Company, which is stripping the 
project, has 43,009 acres, including 69 coal seams, in the strip- 
ping operation and a 10-year coal reserve. 

On the way to Hazard in the afternoon the group stopped 
at Whitesburg for an inspection of the modernistic Miners Me- 
morial Hospital, and toured the town of Jenkins, model mining 
town serving as headquarters of the Bethlehem Mining Com 
pany.

The traveling group Tuesday night heard True D Morse, 
unuersecretary of agriculture, at a dinner in Harlan Another 
speaker there was Senator John Sheman Cooper of Somerset

1. The storage room should be 
large enough to store a year’s 
supply of food for the family. 
A 10 x 12 foot room is large 
enough for the average family 

2. The storage space should 
be as close as possible to the 
kitchen, for convenience. 

3 An adequate ventilation 
system, including air inlet and 
outlet should be provided for 
removing odors, regulating tem- 
perature, and controlling mois- 
ture. The vent openings should 
have an area of 1 square inch 
for each square foot of floor 
space in the room. 

4. Floor drainage should be 
provided if there is danger of 
water rising in the room 

5. The room should be deep 
enough in the ground or bank- 
ed with enough soil or other 
wise insulated to prevent freez- 
ing inside. 

6 Slatted floor, bins and 
crates assure better air cir- 
culation throughout the storage 
room. Shelves should be provid- 
ed for canned foods. 

7. If a trap-door leading to 
the basement or cellar storage 
must be used, it should have 
proper railing to prevent ac- 
cidents. Plan the entrance care- 
fully and avoid steep, narrow 
steps. 



Winter protection for the 
strawberry field is most essen- 
tial Unmulched plants may be 
serioualy damaged by heaving, 
and the crowns may be injured 
by real cold weather. Wheat 
straw is the most preferred 
mulch material, although other 
materials may be used. 

Straw should be scattered at 
the rate of m to 2 tons per 
acre. A mulch is useful in sev- 
eral ways It retards strawberry 
plants from growing during 
eirly spring, thus protecting 
blooms from spring frosts. It 
also aids in controlling weed 
growth, conserves moisture, 
makes picking more pleasant 
and keeps fruit clean 

Straw should be gotten now 
so that it will be on hand when 
it is needed, and. it is very im- 
portant that straw be piled 
loosely in the field so that 
weed and grain seeds may ger- 
minate and thus save trouble 
in the spring. 

Act now to have more and 
better quality berries next 
spring.
